By this time 
there wero nineteen streams of water play- 
ing upon the firo from tho mills in the vicin- 
ity, and from tho water works belonging to 
tho mills. There wore also in every room 
iu the mill water appliances, but. in tho ex- 
citement, but ono or two of these wero 
used. Tho whole firo department of the city 
was called out aud everything that human 
power could do wns done to stay tho pro- 
gross of tho • flames, aud with so much of 
SUCCORS fis to confine tho firo to tho two 
upper stories and tho attic, which portion of 
the mill, consisting of the two spinning 
rooms and tho spool, warp aud dressing 
rooms, with their machinery, wero entirely 
destroyed.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Sept. 20. 


A report reached this city this afternoon 


that about 4.00 negroes, under tho leadership 
of a negro named Tenant, intended to make 
an attack on tho whites near Riesa's Btoro in 
Edgefiold county, S. G., about fifteen miles 
from Angusta, It was reported that some 
unknown parties fired intolenant'e house Ifl~»t 
night, and that he intended to retaliate on 
the whites^ that assembled to resist the as- 
sault. A courier arrived hero with a noto 
from a prominent white citizen of Edgefield 
asking assistance. 
A party was organized 


and were on tho ova of starting, whon 
another courier arrived bringing informa- 
tion that Tenant had been arrested by the 
civil authorities, the negroes had dispersed 
and all was quiet. 


Description of Granite Mill, No. 1. 
Granite Mill, No. 1, is the property of the 


Gririite Mills Company, 'and is located at 
the corner of Bedford and Twolth streets. 
The main building was 328 feet long by 70 
wide and five Btoriea high. In the rear was 
a wing containing the picker rooms, and 
still another small part in the rear, used as a 
cotton house. 


The flrst'atory of the main building coa. 


tained 8HO print-cloth looms, the second 
480, the third 14(> thirty-sk-inch cards, the 
fourth and fifth sixteen pairs of mules each, 
while tho warping and spooling department 
was.located in the attic. Power was fur- 
nished by a Corliss engine and twenty-four 
cylinder boilers, located in the wing in tho 
rear of the main building. 


The mill was well supplied with apparatus 


for protection against tiro. There woro two 
hydrants in front of tho main building, a 
standpipc in the coutral tower, and two 
standpipes in the rear. 
The company's 


agents havo always represented that there 
was an ample supply of hose on every story. 
Added to this were the facilities for lighting 
8ro possessed by tho Granite No. 1, Mer- 
chants' Crescent, Durfee and Union mill, all 
in very close proximity to tho one burned, 
and all as well supplied with staudpipea. 
pumps, hydrants and hose,all of which could 
havo been turned on Granito No. 1, 


The, working capacity of tho mill was n 


little uioro than 25,000 spindles. Thoro was 
only ono entrance, situated un tho front of 
tho main building. A brond stairway led 
from tho entrance up to the several stories, 
tho steps being covered with iron, said to bo 
q-iita smooth nnd slippery. Tho only moans 
of exit was n passageway from tho third 
story, leading through the pickor wing, to. 
tlio rear, but it would bo of no uso to any 
ono below tho third story in tho main build- 
ing, iaul proboblj' was not generally used by 
the employes. 


Tho insurance on the burned mill was 


held by tho mutual companies, so far as can 
bo loomed, but accurate information can- 
uofc bo obtained until the treasurer of tho 
corporation can bo seen or heard from.

nutrition,—for cerebral activity cannot go 
forward without constant supplies of force, 
which nrnst come ultimately from what wo 
have eaten,—this kind of life, being seden- 
tary, is unfavorable to tho work of diges- 
tion. 
Braiu-workem cannot cat like sports- 


men and farmers without losing nmnj hours 
ia torpor, aud yet they need 
nutrition as 


much as if they led active lives. 
The only 


way out of this difficulty is to tnko care that 
the food 13 fjood enough for a moderate 
quantity of it to maintain tho physical and 
mental powers. 
Tho importance of scien- 


tific cookery can hardly bo exaggerated. 
In- 


tellectual labor is, in its origin, as dependent 
upon tho art of cookery as the dis-sginmation 
of its results is dependent 
upon paper- 


making and printing. This is 0110 of those 
matters which people criunot be brought to 
consider seriously; but cookery in its per- 
fection—the great science of preparing food 
in the way best suite'l»o our use—is roally 
the most important of all sciences, and tha 
mother of tho arts. 
The wonderful theory 


that tho most ignorant cookery is the must 
favorable to health ia only iit for the dnrk 
agos. 
It is grossly aud stupidly true. A 


scientific cook will koop you in regular 
health, when an ignorant one will offer you 
tho daily alternative of starving or indiges- 
tion.—[Llamerton.
